2. PRESIDENT. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES TEXT OF PRESS CONFERENCE 
REPORTED: Q. MR. PRESIDENT, SINCE SECRETARY KISSINGER HAS 
BEEN TO MOSCOW, DO YOU HAVE ANY OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK NOW ON 
THE SALT AGREEMENT? A. I BELIEVE THAT THE SECRETARY'S 
DISCUSSIONS WITH GENERAL SECRETARY BREZHNEV WERE VERY 
CONSTRUCTIVE. SOME OF THE DIFFERENCES, AS I UNDERSTAND IT, 
BETWEEN THEIR VIEWS AND OURS HAVE BEEN NARROWED. AS A RE- 
SULT OF THE PROGRESS THAT WAS MADE IN MOSCOW, THE ANNOUNCE- 
MENT WAS MADE THAT I WOULD MEET WITH MR. BREZHNEV IN 
VLADIVOSTOK IN THE LATTER PART OF NOVEMBER. WE HOPE THAT 
EACH STEP WILL MEAN MORE PROGRESS AND THAT WE WILL END UP 

WITH A SALT TWO AGREEMENT. 

3. SALT. THURSDAY BALTSUN PARKS MOSCOW REPORTED PARTIES 
APPEAR CLOSER TO AGREEMENT ON A COMPREHENSIVE TREATY 
LIMITING STRATEGIC ARMS THAN EVER BEFORE; THE ENVISIONED 
TREATY WOULD GO WELL BEYOND THE SCOPE OF 1972 AGREEMENTS 
LIMITING ICBMS AND SUBMARINE MISSILES AND ANTI-MISSILE 
DEFENSES TO INCLUDE MUCH MORE OF EACH COUNTRY'S STRATEGIC 
ARSENAL, PARKS ADDING THAT FOR FIRST TIME, IT IS REPORTED 

IN MOSCOW, THERE IS A SIGNIFICANT POSSIBILITY OF AN AGREE- 
MENT ON ACTUAL REDUCTION, NOT JUST LIMITATION, OF STRATEG- 
IC ARMS. ACCORDING PARKS, BOTH AMERICAN AND SOVIET 
OFFICIALS TEMPER THEIR OPTIMISM WITH WARNINGS THAT AGREE- 
MENTS ARE IN PRELIMINARY STAGE AND MUCH WORK IS TO BE DONE 
BEFORE THEY EMERGE AS FORMAL TREATIES. BASIC REASON FOR 
OPTIMISM IS BREZHNEV-KISSINGER UNDERSTANDING ON THE 
PRINCIPLES OF THE NEW ACCORDS WHICH CONSTITUTE A NEW 
WORKING HYPOTHESIS THAT WILL BECOME, IF IT BEARS UP UNDER 
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CLOSER SCRUTINY BY BOTH SIDES, THE BASIS FOR A NEW ARMS 
TREATY. PARKS SAYS THIS HYPOTHESIS. WHICH KISSINGER SAID 
COVERS LIMITATION OF LAND- AND SEA-BASED MISSILES AND LONG- 
RANGE BOMBER FORCES AND OTHER STRATEGIC WEAPONS, HAS 
ALREADY PASSED ITS FIRST TEST, PARKS SAYING THAT BOTH 
SIDES BROUGHT KISSINGER'S PROPOSALS DOWN TO SPECIFIC 
NUMBERS FOR PERMITTED WEAPONS AND BREZHNEV AFTER CONSULT- 
ING TOP MILITARY AND PARTY ADVISERS MADE SOME SPECIFIC 
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COUNTERPROPOSALS, ACCORDING TO AMERICAN ACCOUNTS OF THE 
TALKS, ADDING THAT KISSINGER MADE SOME PRELIMINARY COMMENTS 
AND BOTH SIDES ARE NOW EXAMINING THE PROPOSED PRINCIPLES 
MORE CLOSELY. IT NOW SEEMS LIKELY, SAYS PARKS, THAT 
BREZHNEV AND FORD WILL ADOPT THE WORKING HYPOTHESIS IN 
VLADIVOSTOK AS THE BASIC PRINCIPLE FOR THE NEW ARMS AGREE- 
MENT, AND THE TWO LEADERS WILL AGREE TO ISSUE IDENTICAL 
INSTRUCTIONS TO SALT NEGOTIATORS IN GENEVA, THIS LIKELY 
TAKING ABOUT A MONTH. PARKS ADDS THIS IS THE TIMETABLE 
KISSINGER HAD IN MIND WHEN HE SAID THERE WAS A 50-50 OR 
REASONABLE CHANCE FOR A TREATY IN 1975, BUT HIS SENIOR AD- 
VISERS SAY KISSINGER IS ACTUALLY MORE OPTIMISTIC THAN THAT, 
FEELING THAT HE HAS NOW ACHIEVED THE NECESSARY CONCEPTUAL 
BREAKTHROUGH. UNDER PRESIDENT FORD, SAYS PARK, THE APPRO- 
ACH ADOPTED LAST SUMMER IN MOSCOW WAS SCRAPPED SINCE IN 
THE AMERICAN VIEW THE DIFFERENCE IN THE NUMBER OF MISSILE 
LAUNCHERS THAT WOULD HAVE TO BE ALLOWED EACH SIDE TO OBTAIN 
AN AGREEMENT WAS TOO LARGE; NOW SOVIET STRATEGIC ANALYSTS 
SEEM TO SHARE THE AMERICAN VIEW THAT A COMPREHENSIVE AGREE- 
MENT BASED ON OTHER WEAPONS AS WELL AS MISSILES IS A MORE 
REALISTIC APPROACH, EVEN THOUGH THE AGREEMENTS ARE MORE 
DIFFICULT TO NEGOTIATE BECAUSE OF THE COMPLEXITY OF THE 

ISSUES INVOLVED. SO THE NEW AGREEMENT WOULD BE MUCH 
DIFFERENT FROM THE 1970 FIVE-YEAR TREATY LIMITING INTER- 
CONTINENTAL AND SUBMARINE-LAUNCHED MISSILES AND THE 1972 
AND 1974 AGREEMENTS LIMITING ANTI-MISSILE DEFENSE SYSTEMS, 
WHICH WERE BOTH NARROWLY FOCUSED BEGINNINGS, CONTRASTING 
WITH THE BROADER APPROACH NOW BEING NEGOTIATED, SAYS 
PARKS, ADDING THAT KISSINGER S PROPOSALS WERE NOT PARTIC- 
ULARLY NEW, BUT THE WHOLE PACKAGE WAS PUT TOGETHER IN A 
NEW AND INTERESTING WAY THAT OFFERED POSSIBILITIES OF 
NEGOTIATION AND COMPROMISE. 
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4. SOVIET TEST. THURSDAY NYTIMES REUTER WASHINGTON 
REPORTS SOVIET UNION FIRED MULTIPLE WARHEADS IN ITS INTER- 
CONTINENTAL MISSILE TEXT OF SSX-17S LAST WEEK, ACCORDING 
TO DEFENSE DEPARTMENT'S BEECHER WHO SAID IT HADN'T YET 
BEEN DETERMINED WHETHER OR NOT THE WARHEADS WERE OF THE

5. COMMENT. TUESDAY WASHSTAR HAD EDITORIAL SAYING THAT 
THE MAJOR CHANGE IN SOVIET THINKING ON NUCLEAR ARMS LIMIT- 
ATION MAY NOT BE THE CONCEPTUAL BREAKTHROUGH SOUGHT BY 
KISSINGER, BUT THAT THEIR LATEST IDEAS ARE NOT AS ABSURD 

AS THEIR EARLIER ONES, A FACT WHICH GIVES KISSINGER HOPE 
OF REACHING A SECOND-STAGE ARMS LIMITATION AGREEMENT NEXT 
YEAR. PAPER MENTIONS SEVERAL ADDITIONAL REASONS FOR 
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EXPECTING AN END TO THE DEADLOCK, NAMELY THAT SOVIET 
LEADERS NOW RF.AI.T7E US TECHNOLOGY EXCEEDS THEIR OWN AND 
THAT IF IT COMES TO AN ALL-OUT ARMS RACE THEY ARE LIKELY 
TO LOSE, THAT TIME FOR A SECOND-STAGE AGREEMENT IS RUNNING 
OUT WITH ARMS RACE ALREADY PICKING UP SPEED, AND THAT 
WITH A NEW ADMINISTRATION IN POWER THE SOVIETS WOULD DO 
WELL TO NEGOTIATE NOW RATHER THAN WAIT TWO YEARS UNTIL 
TIME WHEN US PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS WILL COMPLICATE THE 
TALKS.
